In  a  speech  bristling  with  ahafta  of 
keen  criticism  which  plainly  touched 
his  political  opponents  on  the  raw  often 
and  painfully.  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  JC.C, 
leader  of  the  Opposition,  yesterday 
spent  nearly  two  and  one-half  hours  in 
a  trenchent  summing  up  of  the  sins  of 
omission  and  commission  .of  the  pres- 
ent Liberal  regime.  It  was  his  contri- 
bution to  the  debate  on  the  addresa  in 
reply  to  the  Speech  from  the  Throne, 
and,  the  crowded  galleries  heard  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  at  his  best. 
Mr.  Bowser  was  in  excellent  fettle,  and 
showed  all  his  old-time  ability  of  strlk- 
InK    atrairht    from    the    shoulder.      At 


MEXICO  CITY.  March  11. — The 
newly  appointed  Belgian  Minister  to 
Mexico,  Jules  Le  Jeune,  presented  his 
credentials  today  to  President  Car- 
ransa.  In  the  course  of  his  address 
the  Minister  said: 

"Belgium,  in  defence  of  her  neutral- 
ity, honor  and  Independence,  did  not 
vacillate  in  wielding  the  sword  and 
facing  with  serenity  the  dangers  and 
calamities  of  a  war  agalnat  an  enemy 
whose  forces  and  numbers  would  have 
crushed  a  nation  leas  conscious  of  its 
right."

On  one  occa- 
sion the  Interruptions  were  so  marked 
that  they  brought  down  upon  the 
head's  of  the  guilty  parties  a  stinging 
rebuke  from  Mr.  Speaker.  Perhaps 
on  no  previous  occasion  has  the  chair 
had  occasion  to  ao  admonish  the  Gov- 
ernment forces  as  was  the  case  yester- 
day. 

Beprtaaaaded  by  Speaker 

"These  Interruptions  sre  very,  very 
unseemly,  grossly  unparliamentary, 
and  place  this  House  In  a  very  un- 
dignified position,"  Interjected  Mr. 
Speaker  during  a  burst  of  interrup- 
tions for  which  the  member  for  Rich- 
mond (Mr.  G.  G.  McGeer)  and  the 
member1  fdr  Omlneca  (Mr.  A.  Man- 
son)   were  chiefly  responsible. 

Mr.  Bowser  auggeated  that  if  hla 
remarks  made  the  aeata  of  some  of 
the  members  too  warm,  perhaps  a 
walk  in  the  corridors  would  do  them 
good.

when  they  became  ministers.  Lord 
Nurthcllffe  held  ministerial  office.  The 
governments  of  all  the  other'  Allied 
countries  employed  Journalists  and 
newspaper  proprietors.  He  dissented 
from  the  suggestion  that  such  a  class 
was  disqualified. 

Lords  Rothermere  and  Beaverbrook 
had  relinquished  their  newspaper  direc- 
tion when  they  assumed  office. 

After-.referring  to  Rord  Rothermere's 
qualifications,  the  Premier  said  that 
Lord  Beaverbrook  hag  organised  the  1 
Canadian  propaganda  at  the  request  of 
the  Canadian  Government.  It  was 
acknowledged  that  the  propaganda  was 
perhaps  the  most  successful  piece  of 
work  of  Its  kind  on  the  Allied  side. 

When  for  reasons  of  health  Lord 
Beaverbrook  gave  up  the  direction  of 
the  Canadian  propaganda  the  Premier 
of  the  Dominion  had  warmly  recognised 
hla  services  and  urged  him  to  recon- 
sider his  decislos. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  referred  to  the 
deadly  effect  of  the  enemy  propaganda 
la  Italy  and  Russia  and  the  strong 
necessity    for    counter-action. 

"Measures  taken  in  this  connection 
had  not  given  satisfaction."  he  atstoi. 
"and  we  therefore  Invited  Lord  .^North- 
cliffe. who  was  specially  qualified,  and 
he  consented  to  undertake  the  task 
without  ministerial  position."

TWENTY  THOUSAND 
SOLDIERS  RETURNING 

OTTAWA,  March  11.— Between  now 
and  June  1  nearly  20,000  returned  sol- 
diers will  arrive  in  Canada,  medically 
or  physically  unfit  for  active-  service. 
About  7,000  will  arrive  during  the  next 
three  or  four  weeks. 

The  Increased  influx  of  returned  men 
follows  the  weeding  out  process  which 
has  been  going  on  for  some  months 
overseas,  following  radical  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  medical  and  other  services 
over  there.  The  principle  laid  down, 
that  men  are  not  to  be  kept  on  the  pay- 
roll unless  usefully  engaged,  and  that 
Invalided  men  are  not  to  be  kept  In 
England  indefinitely  ia  being  rigidly 
adhered  to.  Long  term  eaaea  which 
can  be  moved  to  Canada  are  being 
brought  here  for  treatment  until  ready 
for   discharge. 

If  Canadian*  In  Kngland  are  net  able 
to  fight,  and  are  not  really  needed  for 
work  In  some  branch  of  the  non-com- 
batant service,  they  must  come  home 
and  re-enter  clvtlan*  life.  That  ac- 
counts for  the  demobilisation  of  the 
10,000  men  this  Spring.

The  rails 
gre  for  the  uae  of  Canadian  railways 
generally,  and  the  allocation  of  output 
will  be  controlled  by  the  Government 
according  to  national  necessities.

ITALIANS  SHELL 
ENEMY  FREELY 


Heavy  Artillery  Actions  Main- 
tained   at  Many    Points— 
-Austrian    Effort  to    Cross 
Piave  River  Is  Checked. 


ROME,  March  11. — The  text  of  the 
official  statement  reada: 

"Prom  stelvlo  to  Lake  Oarda  there 
were  Intermittent  artillery  actions. 
Enemy  groups  were  dispersed  in  the 
valley  of  Veroogllana,  east  of  the 
Adatnello.  and  In  the  region  of  Ton- 
ale.  Prom  Lake  Garden  to  the  Piave 
the  harassing  fire  waa  more  frequent 
on  the  Aelago  plateau,  and  on  the 
left  aide  of  the  Brenta.  South  of  the 
Nago  hostile  patrola  were  put  to 
flight. 

"On  the  Pisve  there  was  notifiable 
reciprocal  artillery  acUvlty.  On  the 
river  bank  opposite  Zenson  our 
machine-guns  fired  upon  hostile  par- 
ties. Our  batteries,  assisted  by  air- 
craft observations,  caused  the  blow- 
ing up  of  an  enemy  battery,  hit 
working  parties  east  of  Balettuol  and 
dispersed  and  sunk  rafts  and  boats 
opposite  Psgare. 

"On  Sunday  our  airplanes  bombard- 
ed enemy  aviation  grounds  Other 
camps  were  bombed  at  night  by  flee 
airplanes.  A  total  of  seven  tons  of 
bombs  was  dropped.  All  of  our  air- 
craft returned  unscathed,  notwith- 
standing the  violent  enemy  fire.  On 
the  left  aide  of  the  Piave  British 
aviators  brought  down  two  machines.'* 


OTTAWA.  March  11.— The  question 
aa  to  whether  the  •  court  of  inquiry 
into  the  accommodation,  discipline 
and  general  treatment  of  wounded 
soldiers  aboard  transports  returning 
to  Canada,  shall  proceed  In  camera  or 
not  la  awaiting  an  anawer  from  the 
Minister  of  Militia,  who  la  at  present 
out  of  the  city.

DELHI,  India,  March  11.— (Via  Reu- 
Jer'a  Ottawa  Agency.)— Sir  Wm.  Mey- 
er, presenting  the  annual  financial 
statement  to  the  council,  said  that  the 
preaent  year  closes  with  a  surplus  of 
I5,75p.000.  due  to  a  favorable  monsoon 
and  record  growth  of  railway  recerpts. 
counter-balanced  by  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  military  chargea  amounting 
to   £29.000.000. 

Agriculture  and  trade  generally  hsve 
been  prosperous,  but  apeclsl  war  prob- 
lems caused  incresaing  difficulty.  The 
war  loan  or  1917  was  most  successful. 
amounting  to  £95,000,000,  snd  alao  the 
Indian  treasury  bill  Issues,  which  were 
expected  to  yield  £300,000  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  Sir  William  announced 
that  it  was  proposed  to  raise  another 
unlimited  war  loan,  which  would  pro- 
bably take  the  form  of  ahort  term 
bonds,  the  proceeda  being  made  over 
to  the  home  government,  a%  previ- 
ously. He  said  the  proposal  to  issue 
premium  bonda  had  been  considered. 
but  It  waa  not  now  proposed  to  tr/ 
the  experiment  Sir  William  stated 
that  the  Imperial  expenditure  waa 
£19,000.000  higher  than  in  1913-14,  of 
which  £10.000.000  was  due  to  the  wsr. 
while  £«.000,000  represented  Interest 
and  sinking  fund 'charges. 

In  respect  to  Indtas  war  contribu- 
tion of  £100.000,000.  thia  was  s  direct 
contribution,  snd  formed  onlv  part  of 
the  burden  which  war  conditions  im- 
posed  on  India. 

Since  the  war  .~»gan  the  expendi- 
ture for  Hla  Majesty's  Government  In- 
volved a  net  outlay  In  India  of  tl2t> 
000.000  sterling,  and  India  had  lent 
£•7.000,000  to  the  home  government. 
Over  the  flOd^OO.OdO  contribution  for 
which  direct  responsibility  had  he-n 
undertaken.  Sixteen  million  pound* 
sterling  more  would  be  lent  In  this 
connection. 

A  further  investment  of  paper  cur- 
rency In  the  reserve  funds  in  Home 
treasury  bale  was  contemplated  next 
year. 

Drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  war  had  emphasised  India's  fin- 
ancial strength  most  remarkably.  Sir

In  both  instances  manufacture  is 
to  ceaae  at  the  end  of  the  present 
year.  The  order- in-councll  authoriz- 
ing the  regulations  recites  that  pro- 
hibitory laws  have  been  passed  and 
are  In  force  In  every  province  except 
In  the  province  of  Quebec,  where  the 
prohibitory  law  Is  to  go  Into  effect 
on  May  1.  1919.  It  is  In  order  to 
make  such  legislation  more  effective. 
the  order-lncouncll  states,  that  regu- 
lations have  been  enacted  to  supple- 
ment the  provincial  laws. 

Other  provisions  In  the  regulations 
are: 

1.  Nothing  In  these  regulation* 
shall  prevent  a  manufacturer  from 
making  or  manufacturing  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  for  sacramental,  industrial, 
artistic,  mechanical,  scientific  and 
medicinal  purposes,  In  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  his  licence.

LONDON.  March  ll.-»Brttish  avia- 
tors bombed  the  Daimler  motor  works 
at  Stuttgart  yesterday.  An  official  an- 
nouncement Issued  last  night  said  the 
raid  was  carried  out  in  broad  daylight 
The  text  of  the  report  follows: 

"On  March  10  points  in  Germany  were 
again  bombed  by  some  of  our  aero- 
Planes  in  broad  daylight  On  this  oc- 
casion   the    Daimler  motor  works  at 

Stuttgart  were  attacked.  Over  one  and 
a  quarter  tons  of  bombs  were  dropped. 
Several  bursts  were  observed  on  the 
railway  station,  where  a  stationary 
train  was  hit  and  seen  to  be  on  fire. 
Three  bursts  were  observed  on  a  muni- 
tion factory  southeast  of  the  town,  and 
other  bursts  on  the  Daimler  works  and 
buildings  around. 

"Hostile  machines  made  a  weak  at- 
tempt to'  attack  our  formation  over 
their  objective,  but  withdrew  on  being 
attacked.  All  of  our  machines  re- 
turned except  one  which  had  engine 
trouble  and  went  down  under  control 
Just  before  recrosslng  our  lines  on  the 
homeward  Journey. 

"There  has  been  considerable  aerial 
activity  and  heavy  bombing  of  dumps, 
airdromes  and  railway  centres.  North- 
cast  of  St.  Quentln  there  was  an  es- 
pecially successful  attack  from  a  low 
altitude  against  three  airdromes,  direct 
hits  -being  obtained  on  each  airdrome, 
on  hangars  and  on  machines  in  the 
open.  Returning  from  this  attack,  the 
British  pilots  Mew  at  aSi  average  height 
of  100  feet,  firing  at  favorable  targets, 
causing  much  confusion  among  the 
enemy  and  scattering  troops  and 
horses. 

"In  heavy  air  fighting  ten  hostile  ma- 
chines were  downed  and  f  <n  others  dis- 
abled. A  German  observation  balloon 
was  destroyed.  Two  of  our  machines 
are   missing." 

British  aviators  of  the  naval  air  ser- 
vice yesterday  morning  made  a  raid 
over  Belgium,  dropping  bombs  on  the 
airdrome  and  munition  dumps  at  Kn- 
gel,  the  Admiralty  announces.  Two 
fires  were  started.  In  aerial  combats 
three  enemy  airplanes  were  destroyed 
and  four  others  driven  down  out  of 
control.  All  the  British  machines  re- 
turned safely. 


LOGGING  CAMPS  HAVE 
DAY  OF  EIGHT  HOURS 

VANCOUVER,  B.  C.  March  11. — 
The  eight-hour  day  came  Into  effect 
In  the  l.rltisli  Columbia  logging 
camps  today.  The  B.  C*  Loggers' 
Association  set  March  11  as  the  date 
for  the  camps  to  start  the  eight-hour 
shifts,  and  notices  were  sent  out 
everywhere  to  all  the  camps  of  the 
association.  These  camps  are  mostly 
at  distant  parts  on  the  coast,  and 
no  word  has  yet  been  received  as  to 
whether  the  new  departure  was  car- 
ried out. 

The  change  will  affect  about  3,000 
men  now.  and  la  from  a  ten-hour  day 
to  one  of  eight  hours.  The  decision 
to  Institute  the  new  system  of  work- 
ing hours  was  decided  on  by  the  log- 
.\gers  at  a  meeting  held  shortly  be- 
fore the  American  Government  Is- 
sued the  order  establishing  the  eight- 
hour  day  in  logging  camps  across 
the  line.

British  Palestine  Troops  in 
Two  Days'  Effect  Substan- 
tial Advances  —  Drive  For- 
ward About  Four  Miles. 

LONDON.  March  11.— Another  ad- 
vance in  Palestine  by  the  British 
troops  1*  officially  reported.  S  fur- 
ther movement  of  about  a  mile  and 
three-quarters  on  a  front  of  twelve 
miles  having  been  made  Saturday  and 
Sunday.  The  text  of  the  statement 
says: 

"On  Saturday  night  and  8unday 
our  northward  advance  astride  the 
Jerusalem-Nabulus  road  continued 
through  a  most  difficult  country  In 
the  face  of  obstacles  and  obstinate 
resistance  by  the  enemy,  who  employ- 
ed numerous  machine-guns_  from 
concealed  positions  Progress  was 
made  to  a  depth  of  about  3.000  yards 
on  a  front  of  IS  miles,  the  high  ridges 
overlooking  the  north  bank  of  tha 
Wady-el-Jeb  being  secured,  and  three 
counter-attacks  launched  against  the 
Important  section  of  the  ridges  be- 
tween Sheik  Sales  and  BurJ-el-Lls- 
anch,  east  of  the  road,  being  repulsed. 

"Further  east  our  new  line  north 
of  the  Wady-el-AuJeh  has  been  con- 
solidated. 

"Throughout  Sunday  our  airplanes 
co-operated  by  engaging  enemy  troopa 
and  transports  with  machine-gun  fire 
and  bombs  at  various  points  on  the 
Nabulus  road.  The  operations  con- 
tinue." 

A  previous  advance  was  thus  offi- 
cially reported: 

"Early  Saturday  morning  our  troopa 
In  the  west  of  the  Jordan  Valley  con- 
tinued their  general  advance  north- 
ward and  erosaed  tho  Wadt-el-Aujeh 
with  slight  opposition,  and  attacked 
the  Turkish  position  at  Ehel-Bety- 
udet-Abu-Tellul,  on  the  high  ground 
five  miles  west  of  the  Jordan.  The 
position  waa  strongly  held,  but  waa 
captured  by  3  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 

"On  either  aide  of  the  Jerusalem- 
Nabulus  road  an  advance  was  made 
on  a  front  of  thirteen  miles  to  an 
average  depth  of  two  or  three  miles. 
On  the  east  we  captured  Keir  Makel- 
Telahur  and  8elwad.  The  enemy 
made  several  attempts  to  retake  Tela- 
hur. Our  troopa  on  the  wast  of  the 
Nabulus  road  reached  the  line  of 
Burj-Dardawil.  Atta  Raajul  and  Delr- 
ex  Soudan  with  little  opposition." 
Turkish  Version 

LONDON.  March  11.— -Lively  fight- 
ing along  almost  the  whole  front  in 
Palestine  Is  reported  In  a  Turkish  offi- 
cial statement  issued  on  Sunday  at 
Constantinople. 

The  statement  says: 

"There  has  been  lively  fighting 
along  almost  the  whole  front  In  Pal- 
estine, at  some  points  the  engage- 
ments being  violent.  In  the  sector  of 
Kl  Kafr-Petrlma-Neblh-Balah  there 
were  only  outpost  actions.  In  the 
course  of  which  our  reeonnoitering 
patrols  retired  in  conformity  with 
instructions,  making,  however,  obstin- 
ate resistance  as  they  withdrew. 

"East  of  this  sector  last  night  tha 
enemy  reconnaissance  troops  were 
driven  off  after  hand  grenade  light- 
ing. Early  this  morning,  the  enemy 
directed  an  Intense  artillery  Are 
against  a  large  portion  of  the  sector, 
following  it  up  with  an  attack  by  In- 
fantry, which  pursued  our  troops  aa 
they  withdrew  to  their  main  position. 
occupying  localities  near  Katrawani, 
Atara  and  Yllwad.  north  of  Tebrnd. 

"Violent  hostile  attacks  from  Bur- 
jel  to  Berdawll  were  repulsed  with 
heavy  losses  to  the  assailants,  whose 
chief  onslaught  waa  directed  against 
our  position  at  Kellaaur.  Six  times, 
after  bitter  struggles,  the  enemy  suc- 
ceeded In  occupying  this  position,  but 
each  time  it  was  reconquered  by  us, 
and  at  the  end  remained  In  our 
hands."  *  * 
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ENEMY  IS  USING 
MANY  GAS  SHELLS 


Sends  Thousands  of  Poison- 
ous Missiles  Against  Cana- 
dians^— Dominion  Men  Hold 
Raid  and  Gun  Advantage. 


CANADIAN  ARMT  HEADQUAR- 
TERS. March  11. — (By  the  Canadian 
Press  Oversea  Correspondent) — 
Since  the  last  big  raid  by  tha  Can- 
adians a  few  mora  prisoners  have 
fallen  Into  our  rntnds. 

A  hostile  party  of  six  which  at- 
tempted to  raid  one  of  our  positions 
south  of  Lens  yesterday  morning  waa 
driven  off  with  machine  gun  nre. 
leaving  one  wounded  prisoner.  While 
the  enemy  waa  failing  In  his  raid,  a 
patrol  of  one  officer  and  a  score  of 
other  ranks  of  an  Eastern  Ontario 
battalion  encountered  a  hostile  scout- 
ing party.  It  drove  It  back  In  dis- 
order toward  tha  German  Unas,  and 
captured  one  prisoner. 

The  enemy  is  resorting  to  the  ass 
of  gas  shells  Yesterday  morning  ha 
opened  a  concentrated  gas  bombard- 
ment against  our  lines  eaat  and  south 
of  Merlcourt.  In  this  bombardment 
which  lasted  about  two  hours  It  Is 
estimated  that  be  fired  about  two 
thousand  rounds  of  gas  shells,  con- 
sisting of  all  calibres,  with  a  percent- 
age of  shrapnel  also.  At  the  same 
#time  he  carried  out  a  light  gas  bom- 
bardment on  Cite  St.  Pierre,  and  last 
night  ha  again  put  dawn  on  ear 
trenches  In  the  same  locality  a  har- 
assing lira  of  gas  shells.

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VANOUVEffAUIS 

IN  IRON  MCI 


Several  Recommendations  Re- 
lating to  Establishment  of 
Industry  Are  Adopted  by 
Mainland  Committee. 


VANCOUVER.  B.  C.  March  11.— 
At  the  meeting  of  the  greater  Van* 
luuvcr  industrial  committee  thia  af- 
ternoon a  report  presented  by  the 
iron  and  ateel  committee  making  the 
following  recommendations  waa 
adopted: 

That  the  delegates  going  from  the 
mainland  to  Ottawa  seeking  assist- 
ance from  the  Dominion  Government 
for  the  establishment  of  an  iron  and 
stoel  industry  '"  the  Province  confer 
with  the  delegates  going  from  Van- 
couver Island  on  the  same  mission  at 
an    early   date. 

That  a  committee  wait  upon  the 
Provincial  Government  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  to  secure  from  It  a  defi- 
nite announcement  of  what  assist- 
ance it  is  proposed  to  give  towards 
the  establishment  of  the  proposed  in- 
dustry. 

That  a  competent  engineer  be  em- 
ployed to  tabulate  data  for  the  use 
of  the  detegates  going  to  Ottawa. 

And  that  all  moral  support  pos- 
sible be  given  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  establishment  of  an  elec- 
trical plant  for  the  treatment  of  iron 
ores  in   the   Province. 

Another  recommendation  from  ,  the 
committee  requesting  th«^_Gov*rn- 
ment  not  to  place  any  restrictive  leg- 
islation on  the  development  of  the 
iron  Industry  was  laid  over  for  con- 
sideration. This  resolution  referred 
to  taxation  on  mining  and  to  a  reso- 
lution adopted  in  Vancouver,  the  aim 
of  which  was  to  prevent  the  exploita- 
tion of  the  Iron  deposits  of  the  Pro- 
vince, to  the  possible  retarding  of  de- 
velopment. 


It  was  decided  to  send  the  main- 
land delegates  to  Victoria  on  March 
19,  and  steps  will  be  taken  at  once  to 
see  that  as  many  municipalities  and 
semi-public  organizations  aa  possible 
are  represented  on  the  delegation. 


ALLEGED  FOOD  WASTE 
BY  STORAGE  PLANT 

WINNIPBO,  March  11. — Controller 
Puttee  announced  today  that  last 
week's  total  of  8,500  pounds  of 
chicken,  belonging  to  the  William 
Davles  Company,  had  been  sent  from 
the  cold  storage  plant  to  the  city  In- 
cinerator and  destroyed  as  unfit  for 
human   consumption. 

The  chickens  had  been  In  the  cold 
storage  plant  since  October,  1916.  It 
was  estimated  that  in  numbers  the 
total  destroyed  was  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  3,000  birds. 

The  board  of  control  has  decided 
upon  immediate  action.  It  instructed 
the  secretary  to  communicate  with 
Food  Controller  Thomson  at  Ottawa 
and  demand  an  inquiry.

POLICE  CHIEF  MAKES 
.    RUSH  AT  CONTROLLER 


Bad    Feellnr   Between    Men    Nearly    Besults

MONTREAL,  March  11. — A  hand- 
to-hand  conflict  at  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol meeting  was  narrowly  averted 
this  morning,  when  Chief  Campeau 
made  a  rush  at  Controller  Campeau 
who  has  been  a  severe  critic  of  the 
police  administration  here.  A  news- 
paper man  tried  to  head  off  the  chief 
but  was  brushed  aside,  and  Mayor 
Martin  managed  to  get  in  front  of 
the  offloer  before  he  reached  the 
controller. 

"I  am  not  afraid  of  you  even 
though  you  carry  a  gun,"  said  Con- 
troller Villeneuve. 

The  chief  denied  he  carried  a  gun. 
After  struggling  he  listened  to  the 
pacifist  argument  of  the  mayor  and 
soon  afterward   left  the   room. 

The  board  was  considering  the  case 
of  Lieut  Barrette,  transferred  from 
a  siiiilon  near  his  home  to  the  other 
side  of  the  city.  Chief  Campeau  said 
it  has  been  ,found  necessary  to  dis- 
cipline  Barrette. 

"It  Is  a  funny  thing  that  you 
should  discipline  Barrette.  who  has 
protected  me,"  said  Villeneuve.  He 
added:  "There  Is  another  man  at 
Barrette's  station  who  deserves  dis- 
cipline, but  has  not  been  touched." 

AUTHORITIES  ARGUE 
ABOUT  SCALING  FEES 

NEW  WESTMINSTER,  B.  C. 
March  11. — The  question  as  to  whe- 
ther the  Provincial  or  the  Dominion 
Government  has  the  right  to  collect 
fees  for  scaling  timber  cut  In  the 
Dominion  railway  belt  of  British  Co- 
lumbia Is  now  an  Issue  between  the 
two  governments,  and  a  conference 
is  being  held  at  Victoria  this  week  to 
endeavor  to  adjust  the  matter.  Mill- 
men  and  loggers  are  objecting  to 
paying  scaling  fees  to  two  govern- 
ments. 

Up  until -last  Autumn  the  Domin- 
ion Crown  timber  office  took  the  mill- 
men's  scale  of  timber  cut  In  the  rail- 
way belt.  .Last  October  a  system 
of  government  scaling  was  Introduced 
on  which  fees  wc  e  charged.  The 
Provincial  Government  claimed  the 
right  to  scale  all  timber  cut  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  whether  In  the  Domin- 
ion railway  belt  or  not.  This  meant 
thnt  the  mlllmen  had  to  pay  two 
fees   In   the   railway  belt. 

Mr.  E.  P.  Stephenson,  chief  Inspec- 
tor of  Crown  agencies,  and  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Walmsley,  assistant  crown  Um- 
ber agent  here,  are  In  Victoria  this 
week  discussing  the  question  with  the 
provincial  forests  branch  in  an  effort 
to  reach  some  compromise.

REPORTS  ON  RAIDS

LONDON.  March  11.— In  a  letter  to 
Sir  Edward  Kemp,  under  date  of 
March  1.  General  Currie  says: 

"Yesterday  morning  the  enemy  at- 
tempted a  very  large  raid  against  us. 
Nearly  Sod  of  his  specially  picked  as- 
sault troops  raided  our  trenches.  Hs 
pat  on  a  tremendous  artillery  fire, 
stretching  many  hundreds  of  yards  on 
ea.ch  side  of  his  point  of  entry.  No 
sooner  had  he  entered  our  lines  than 
lie  waa  Immediately  counter-attacked 
and  driven  out.  Our  boys  killed  a 
great  many  booties  In  our  trenches 
and  during  his  retirement.  Many 
Germans  are  lying  dead  in  No  Man's 
Land.  Not  a  man  of  ours  Is  missing, 
to  ha  failed  absolutely  in  his  mission, 
which  we  learn  from  prisoners  that 
we  took. 

"Furthermore  the  troops  which  be 
raided  went  back  at  htm  last  night, 
entering  his  lines,  killing  many  and 
bringing  back  a  prisoner.  Our  losses 
were  very  light.  The  weather  is  fine 
and  everyone  la  working  hard." 


STOCK  FEEDING 


IS  REGULATED 


Order-in-Council  Prohibits  Use 
of  Higher  Grades  of  Grain — 
Restrictions  Also  on  Feeding 
of  Poultry. 


OTTAWA,  March  11. — By  crder-ln- 
councli,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Canada  Food  Board,  regu- 
lations covering  the  feeding  of  live- 
stock In  stockyards  have  been  promul- 
gated,  taking  effect  at  once. 

Under  these  regulations,  the  feeding 
-of-  livestock — in — stockyards  within 
eight  hours  preceding  slaughter  1% 
prohibited.  No  wheat  of  any  grad« 
shall  be  used  fpr  feeding  livestock  in 
stockyards.  No  barley  above  grade 
No.  S,  and  none  above  grade  extra 
No.  1  shall  be  used  for  feeding  live- 
stock In  stockyards.  The  waste  of 
grain  in  stockyards  due  to  careless- 
ness or  over- feeding  Is  prohibited,  and 
a  copy  of  the  regulations  is  to  be 
posted  an  every  stockyard  in  ihe  place 
where  feed  Is  issued  or  sold. 

Regulations  covering  the  feeding  of 
grain  to  poultry  are  also  contained  in 
the  order.  No  person  shall  sell  or 
purchase  wheat  fit  for  milling  pur- 
poses for  the  feeding  of  poultry,  ex- 
cept where  wheat  has  been  grown 
with  other  grains  and  cannot  be 
separated  economically.  The  said 
mixture  Is  not  to  contain  any  more 
than  25  per  cent  of  wheat  No  per- 
son shall,  without  a  written  permit 
from  the  Canada  Food  Board,  use 
wheat,  barley,  oats,  rye,  ^Indian  corn, 
buckwheat  or  peas  for  the  purpose  of 
feeding  or  decoying  migratory  wild 
fowl. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  these  regulations,  or  ob- 
structing their  enforcement,  lb  made 
liable  "to  a  penaly  not  exceeding  $200, 
and  not  less  than  $25,  to  imprisonment 
for  a  period  not  exceed  I  nr;  three 
months,  or  to  both  fine  and  Impri- 
sonment." Where  proceeding?  In  such 
cases  In  which  a  fine  is  Imposed  are 
instituted  by  any  municipality,  the 
fine  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
such  municipality.  Where  Instituted 
at  the  Instance  of  any  provincial  offi- 
cer the  fine  is  to  be  paid  to  the  pro- 
vincial  treasurer. 


AMERICAN  VICTIMS 

OF  RAID  ON  LONDON 


LONDON.  March  11.— The  bodies  of 
Mrs.  Lena  Oullbert  Ford,  an  American 
poet,  and  her  son,  about  $0  v»ars  old, 
were  discovered  today  In  the  wreck- 
age of  a  house  destroyed  In  the  Ger- 
man air  raid  last  week.  In  this  house 
twelve   persons   were   killed. 


Mrs.  Ford  formerly  lived  In  Eimlra, 
N.Y.  She  was  author  of  "Keep  the 
Home  Fires  Burning,"  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  the  English  war  songs. 
She  had  made  her  home  recently  with 
her  son  Walter  in  the  northwestern 
section  of  London.  Her  mother,  Mrs. 
Brown,  of  Eimlra,  was  extricated  on 
Friday  from  the  wreckage  of  the 
house  and  taken  to  a  hospital,  seri- 
ously Injured.  The  Ford  home  and 
Ave  adjacent  houses  were  wrecked  by 
a  bomb.

BERLIN,  March  11.— The  text  of 
an   official    statement   follow*: 

"Western  theatre — The  artillery  and 
mine-thrower  activity  was  frequently 
revived  in  the  evening.  The  lively 
reconnolterlng  activity  continued.  Our 
own  detachments  at  severs1  points 
penetrated  the  enemy's  trenches  on 
the  Flanders  front.  In  the  region  of 
Armentleres  and  on  the  west  bank  of 
the  Meuse,  and  brought  back  prisoners 
and  machine  guns.

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SOLVE  THE  PROBLEM  NOW 


TIM  problem  of  devising     a     land 
f«ttle*nent  policy  for  returned  soldiers 
is  one  to  which  our  Provincial  Gov* 
ernment  con   no  longer  torn  a  deaf 
ear.     Wo  know  it  Is  claimed  in  some 
Governmental    quarters   that   this     is 
purely   a    question    for    the    Federal 
authorities,  bat  to  that  view  we  can- 
'  not  assent.      In  the  case  of     British 
Columbia  the  Province  owns  Its  natur- 
al   resources.      The    development      to 
follow  any  land  settlement  policy  will 
benefit  the   Provincial  exchequer  dir- 
ectly, whereas  the  beneft  to  the  Do- 
minion as  a  whole  will  be     indirect. 
It   is  clearly  our  Legislature's     duty 
during  the  present  session  to  decide 
upon   a   policy   which   Is   satisfactory 
to \  the  soldiers  themselves,  and  which 
will  remain  operative  as  long  as  it  is 
required.    Such  a  scheme  will  require 
thfc     expenditure     of     money.    'The 
Government  will  have  to  make  up  its 
mind  to  this  for  those  soldiers  who 
are  anxious  to  go  on  the  land  want 
to*  locate  close  to  cities  and  populated 
centre*,  and  wo  do  not  blame  them 
in    the    least.      It   may   be   that     the 
Government    will    have    to     purchase 
land  on  their  behalf,  give  them  loans 


«o  carry  out  Improvements,  and  only 
mbject  them  to  a  favored  rate  of 
taxation.  These  are  concessions  which 
It  ;is  their  right  to  expect,  for  they 
deserve  well  of  the  country  and  the 
people  will  not  murmur  If  every  at- 
tempt is  made  to  repay  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  debt  we  owe  these  men.

Livonia,  Lithuania, 
Bessarabia,   Courland,   Don   Cossacks, 
Caucasia,      Turkestan,      Siberia     and 
Amur,   and    others   are    being  added 
weekly.     The  military  power  of  Rus- 
sia collapsed  a  year  ago.  according  to 
Mr.  Lloyd  George;  absolute  disruption 
set  in  with  the  advent  of  the  Bolshe- 
vik 1   to  of  floe,  and   now  Germany  Is 
taking  advantage  to  the  utmost  of  the 
new    political    conditions,    which    are 
aiding  her  in  her  dream     of     world 
empire.

Anarchy    within,   accompanied     by 
non-resistance     to     outside     enemies, 
have   brought  Russia  to  her  present 
pass.     What  the  Western  Allies  have 
not  yet  fully  grasped  is  that  the  only 
public    opinion    there    which    retains 
the   power  of   political   expression  is 
hostile  to  them.    President  Wilson  be- 
lieves that  sympathetic  advocacy  will 
change  the  hearts  of  the  Bolshevik  I. 
It  Is  to  be  hoped  it  will,  but  none  of 
their    actions   since    they   took    over 
power   would   seem   to   warrant   this 
belief.     Today  the   Moscow  Congress 
of  Soviets  meets  and  it  is  stated  with 
It   rests   Russia's     decision     for     or 
against    continuing  in  the  war.    There 
Is   nothing  to  suggest  that  whatever 
the  decision  will  ho  can  make     any 
difference  in  the  course  of  events  In 
the  East,  for  the  Bolshevik!,  if  they 
remain   In   office,   are   Incapable     of 
withstanding   the    German      menace. 
Every   action   of  theirs   has     helped 
Germany,  and  none  so  much  as  their 
incompetence  to  prevent  the  break-up 
of  their     country     Into  ^independent 
states,  anxious  to  disassociate  them- 
selves from  Red  Guard  rule. 

The  buffer  between  Germany  and 
her  dream  of  an  Oriental  Empire  has 
been  broken  down  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  task  of  the  Allies  Is  to  find" 
a  way.  during  the  period  of  Russian 
weakness,  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
militarism  to  the  Orient.  That  u 
why  the  military  forces  of  the  great-^ 
est  Oriental  power  should  be  called  In 
to  redress  the  balance.  Germany  not 
only  believes  she  has  won  this  war, 
but  officialdom  in  that  country  is  Im- 
pressing on  the  people  the  belief  that 
the  longer  It  lasts  the  greater  will  be 
her  triumph.  It  Is  possible  to  point 
to  the  situation  In  Russia  as  warrant 
for  this  belief.  The  teak  of  the  Allies 
in  the  East  is  to  take  every  legiti- 
mate step  to  prevent  Germany  profit- 
ing by  her  latest  triumph,  pending 
such  time  as  the  final  decision  will  be 
won  on  the  Western  front.

80  much  Interest  has  been  aroused 
In  this  subject,  and  there  Is  such 
unanimity  of  opinion  as  to  its  desir- 
ability, both  on  Vancouver  Island  and 
the  Mainland,  that  It  would  be  regret- 
table If  anything  were  overlooked 
which  might  lead  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Industry.  For  this  reason  we 
would  urge  those  who  have  taken  the 
matter  In  hand  to  fortify  themselves 
with  Information  bearing  on  all 
aspects  of  the  proposal,  and,  above 
all.  ta  have  the  necessary  capital 
tentaUvely  pledged  to  the  enterprise 
before  the  Government  is  approached.

— I  have  followed  closely  the 
controversy  waged  In  the  dally  press 
in  connection  with  the  Bible  Student* 
but  after  seeing  the  petition  which 
they  have  caused  to  be  Inserted  In 
the  Colonist  I  could  hold  my  peace 
no  longer,  and  by  the  grace  of  God 
I  now  take  up  my  pen  In  defence 
of  the  true  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

Re- 
cently I  asked  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Agriculture  at  the  annual  convention 
of  th«  Fruit  Growers'  Association  how 
I  was  to  protect  myself  from  noxious 
weed  seeds  blowing  on  to  my  land,  ss 
I  had  bought  expensive  wheat  and 
vetch  seed  and  sown  them  down  ss  a 
cover  crop.  He  replied,  "Report  the 
matter  to  the  policeman  In  your  dis- 
trict." I  wonder  low  many  ihefe  are 
who,  under  similar  circumstances, 
would  prefer  the  vacant  land  with  Its 
noxious  weed  seeds  blowing  on  t  » 
clesn  land,  to  th«  Chinese  cultivator 
I  rather  like  th«  adage: 

"Who  dares  think  one  thing,  and  an- 
other tell.

Does  the  following  suggest  the  amaz- 
ing perspicacity  of  Shakespeare  when 
it  came  to  reflections  on  mankind,  or 
docs  it  bespeak  a  strange  coincidence  of 
the  kind  which  readers  of  "prophecy" 
are  continually  finding.

"We  heard  an  old  lady  ask  a  re- 
turned man  the  other  day  what  was 
the  best  book  to  read  concerning  the 
present  war.  He  replied  to  our  amaze- 
ment, 'Shakespeare's  Henry  V.'  But 
get  the  i«lay  and  read  It  and  you'll 
agree  with  him.  All  you  have  to  do  Is 
to  change  the  names  and  you  have  the 
best  history  of  the  spirit  of  England 
today  that  has  been  written.  As  for 
the  characters  we  have  them  all,  Fal- 
staff,  Bardolph,  Nym  and  Ancient 
I'istol  and  their  very  words  sound 
commonplace  In  our  ears."

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The  Dominion  wide  movement  to 
recruit  25,000  boys  for  work  on  the 
farms  of  Canada  during  the  coming 
season  has  begun  to  have  a  local  sig- 
nificance. An  organisation  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Beckwith, 
which  has  in  hand  the  publicity  cal- 
culated to  popularise  the  movement, 
and  the  machinery  for  the  recruiting 
work,  announces  that  the  first  steps 
In  actual  enrolment  of  two  battalions 
of  "Soldiers  of  the  Soil"  In  this  Prov- 
ince will  commence  on  Monday, 
March   IS. 

Mr.  Beckwith  expects  to  be  In 
touch  with  most  of  the  boys  of  the 
High  schools  of  the  city,  Oak  Bay 
and  Esquimau,  through  talks  at  their 
assemblages  during  the  present  week. 
In  these  talks  the  full  details  of  the 
movement  will  be  put  before  the  boys 
and  emphasis  placed  upon  national 
advantages  their  interest  in  tho  mat- 
ter would  give.  The  actual  enrolment 
will  then  begin  next  Monday.  It  has 
not  yet  been  fully  settled  how  this 
may  be  done,  but  it  seems  likely  that 
enrolment  officers  may  be  provided  at 
each  of  the  schools.  It  la  explained 
that  onco  a  boy  enlists,  he  holds  him- 
self In  readiness  to  accept  farm  labor 
on  seven  days'  notice. 

Placement  Bureau. 

The  organization  then  would  be- 
come the  Provincial  Placement 
Bureau.  Applicants  for  boy  labor 
would  be  required  to  give  specific  de- 
tails of  the  class  of  work,  the  hours 
and  such  other  information  aa  would 
be  pertinent,  and  from  this  and  the 
graded  lists  of  enrolled  workers  a  call 
would  be  made  on  the  boys  beat  suit- 
ed to  the  work.  After  the  boy  has 
been  sent  to  his  work,  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  organisers  that  he  shall 
come  under  the  attention  of  a  super- 
intendent appointed  by  the  Y.  If.  C. 
A.,  one  such  superintendent  having  a 
district  in  each  of  the  six  sones  Into 
which  this  Province  will  be  divided. 
In  this  way  It  is  proposed  to  loo 
after  the  interests  of  the  boys 
throughout  the  period  of  his  service. 

With  respect  to  boys  leaving  the 
High  schools  before  the  termination 
of  the  year's  term.  Mr.  Beckwith 
states  that  excellent  provision  had 
been  made  for  the  granting  of  regu- 
lar standing  In  all  cases  where  pos- 
sible. On  leaving  for  the  faun  the 
boy  would  be  given  a  report  by  his 
teacher  showing  his  standing  to  date. 
At  the  end  of  three  months'  work  on 
a  farm  he  would  be  given  a  certificate 
of  service.  On  this  record,  provided 
the  teacher's  report  were  a  favorable 
one,  the  boy  would  be  granted  his 
year's  standing.  It  is  possible  that 
In  some  cases  an  examination  might 
be  found  to  be  advisable. 

Mayor  Todd  has  accepted  an  in- 
vitation to  attend  on  Friday  after- 
noon at  the  High  school  and  Intro- 
duce the  question  of  recruiting  for 
the  "Soldiers  of  the  Soli"  movement.

Mr.  John  L,  Denholm,  Experi- 
enced in  Livestock  Feeding, 
Gives  Report  of  Successful 
Experiment  Made  Recently, 


URGES  LAND  PURCHASE 
AT  OWNERS'  VALUATION 


Joint  Committee  on  Returned 
Soldiers'  Land  Scheme  Re- 
commends That  Govern- 
ment Buy  Land. 


The  final  meeting  of  the  Joint  com- 
mittee appointed  by  several  of  the 
non-political  bodies  of  the  city  to 
settle  on  an  acceptable  land 'scheme 
for  soldiers  was  held  yesterday  morn- 
ing In  the  O.  W.  V.  rooms,  every  or- 
ganisation  being   represented. 

Drafting  a  clause  to  provide  meana 
of  obtaining  suitable  land  took  up 
moot  of  the  time.  The  following  sug- 
gestion, by  Mr.  T.  Walker  (Rotary 
Club)  being  the  basis  of  the  discus- 
sion r 

"To  acquire  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise desirable  wild  or  unutilised 
lands  near  towns  and  cities.  Present 
owners  should  be  required  to  assess 
their  holdings-  The  Government 
should  then  decide  whether  to  ex- 
propriate at  this  assessment  or  leave 
present  owners  In  possession  at  an 
annual  taxation  of  six  per  cent  on 
owner's  assessment." 

The  general  tenor  of  the  clause 
was  well  received,  but  several  dele- 
gates were  opposed  to  a  six  per  cent 
tax  on  owner's  valuation,  some  being 
against  each  value  being  considered 
at  all  aa  a  basis  of  taxation,  and  An- 
ally It  was  decided  to  recommend 
that  If  the  commission  didn't  want  to 
take  lands  offered  at  ow  aerie  value 
the  Government  should  00  urged  to 
strictly  enforce  the  payment  of  the 
present  wild  mad  tax  In  that  term 
tho  clause  will  be  laid  before  the 
contention  which  Is  about  to  bo  called 
here  by  the  O.  W.  V.  A. .  to  which  the 
local  delegates  will  be:  Mrs.  Whlllana.

Those  who  already  own  hogs  and 
those  who  contemplate  lining  up  In 
the  "keep-a-plg"  movement  may  get 
an  idea  of  one  method  of  raising 
pork  successfully  at  a  minimum  out- 
lay from  the  statement  of  one  of  the 
most  experienced  live-stock  men  of 
the  Province.  Mr.  John  L.  Denholm. 
of  the  firm  of  Denholm  k.  Wadding- 
ton. 

Mr.  Denholm  will  be  very  well 
known  to  all  Chllllwack  readers  as 
well  as  to  Victoria  people,  as  for 
years  he  was  in  the  hog-feeding  bus- 
iness in  the  former  district  It  wan 
at  the  suggesUon  of  Dr.  8.  F.  Tolmie, 
M.  P.,  Dominion  Livestock  Commis- 
sioner for  British  Columbia,  that  the 
Colonist  Interviewed  Mr.   Denholm. 

"I  might  say  that  have  been  in  the 
livestock  business  for  several  years 
and  have  made  many  experiments 
re  the  feeding  of  the  same "  In  the 
last  twenty-Awe  years.  I  have  never 
been   in   the   position   where   I   could 


not  get  coarse  grain  whloh  could 
be  fed  to  advantage  unUI  this  year, 
and  as  shorts  have  been  the  only 
teed  available  at  a  price  which 
would  Justify  feeding  I  decided  to 
make  an  experiment."  stated  Mr. 
Denholm. 

The  experiment  was  the  feeding 
of  straight  shorts  and  water.  Mr. 
Denholm  gave  the  following  figures 
as  evidence  of  the  success  of  his  ven- 
ture: 

"Last  December  I  bought  a  car  of 
light  hogs  at  Calgary  and  shipped 
to  Chllllwack.  I  there  took  out  76 
hogs  weighing  6.910  lbs.  and  put 
them  on  straight  shorts  and  water. 
I  kept  them  on  this  feed  tor  44  days. 
In  this  time  they  made  a  gain  of 
J. 070  lbs.  on  10  tons  of  shorts  cost- 
ing |42  per  ton.  In  other  words,  the 
3,070  lbs.  cost  |420.  at  a  gain  of  100 
lbs.  live  weight  for  $12.68." 

Mr.  Denholm  pointed  out  that  the 
weight,  5,»80  lbs.  quoted  above,  waa 
Calgary  weight  with  no  allowance 
for   shrinkage. 

"These  hogs  cost  $15.85  per  100 
lbs.  delivered  at  Chllllwack  on  Cal- 
gary weights,  and  sold  for  $17.50  per 
100  lbs.  at  Chllllwack."  concluded 
the  speaker.  "The  same  hogs,"  ha 
added,  "would  be  worth  $20  per  100 
lbs.  In  Victoria  at  the  present  time."

Percy  Budd  was  convicted  of  house- 
breaking by  Judge  Lampman  yester- 
day and  sentenced  to  six  >  months  at 
hard  labor.  His  companion  in  the 
crime,  Fisher,  was  given  the  same 
sentence  two  weeks  ago,  having  plead- 
ed guilty,  while  Budd  entered  a  "not 
guilty"  plea. 

The  offesce  occurred  at  Esquimau 
on  January  25,  the  men  having  stolen 
goods  from  a  house  occupied  by  mem- 
bers of  H.  M.  C.  8.  Rainbow  when  on 
leave  from  their  ship.  Some  $1  in.  was 
among  the  property  missed,  and  Chief 
Palmer  and  the  Esquimau  police  re- 
covered a  miscellaneous  collection  >  of 
articles  which  were  identified  as  their 
property  by  members  of  the  Rainbow's 
crew.

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POOR  WY  OF  MILK 


Tests  Show  That  Out  of 
Twenty-Two  Samples  Only 
Six  Are  "Clean"— Means  of 
Control  Discussed.    * 


When  Sanitary  Inspector  Thomas 
Lancaster  submitted  a  report  last 
night  to  the  City  Council  showing 
that  of  the  twenty-two  samples  of 
milk  tested  during  the  past  month 
three  were  "very  dirty,"  seven  were 
"dirty."  six  "fairly  clean,"  and  only 
six  in  the  "clean"  grade,  the  alder- 
men appeared  to  be  somewhat  dis- 
turbed and  voiced  their  opinion  of 
Victoria's  milk  supply  In  anything 
but  complimentary  terms.  The  ad- 
visability '  of  more  effective  control 
was  discussed,  and  debate  on  Aid. 
Peden's  "Milk  Regulation  By-Law," 
turned  down  by  last  year's  Council, 
was  revived. 

Aid.  Porter  said  the  people  were 
entitled  to  know  who  the  parties 
were  that  sold  dirty  milk,  asked  why 
the  names  of  the  neglectful  vendors 
bad  been  omitted  in  the  report,  and 
why  there  had  been  no  prosecu- 
tions. 

Checked  by  Lack  of  Powers 

"If  there  are  any  more  milk  prose- 
cutions than  there  are  at  present, 
we  will  have  to  get  a  new  police 
court,"  remarked  Aid.  Peden.  chair- 
man of  the  Health  and  Morals  Com- 
mittee and  father  of  last  year's  milk 
regulation  plan.  He  mated  that  the 
health  department  was  doing  all  that 
lay  within  Its  power  to  abate  the 
impure  milk  nuisance,  that  its  oppor- 
tunity was  restricted  by  the  lack  of 
authority,  and  he  mentioned  that  he 
had  not  given  up  hope  of  getting  the 
Milk  By-law  through  the  Council 
eventually.  „ 

That  the  matter  was  serious  and 
that  the  milk  dealers  who  sold  dirty 
milk  should  be  deprived  of  their  li- 
cences was  the  contention  of  Aid. 
Sargent. 

•*We-have~~no  milk  licences.     There 


Is  no  control,"  volunteered  Aid.  Pe- 
den. Sanitary  Inspector  Lancaster 
added  that  there  could  be  no  prose- 
cutions unless  the  milk  was  con- 
demned by  a  Dominion-appointed  an- 
alyst. There  was  no  such  person  in 
British  Columbia  at  present,  he  said. 
The  names  of  the  dealers  had  been 
omitted  in  the  resport,  as  Dr.  A.  G. 
Price,  Medical  Health  Officer,  had 
not  relished  the  idea  of  having  them 
appear  in  the  newspapers  without 
getting  the  solicitor's  advice. 

"But  it  is  the  public  that  we  want 
to  reach  through  the  newspapers," 
urged  Aid.  Porter.  "They  are  surely 
entitled  to  know  who  is  selling  pure 
milk  and  who  Is  selling  milk  of  in- 
ferior quality." 

Don't  Deserve  Leniency. 

"We  should  instruct  Dr.  Price  to 
have  no  qualms  of  conscience  for 
those  who  have  none  for  their  cus- 
tomers." suggested  Aid.  Andros.  who 
also  claimed  that  the  names  had  been 
withheld  through  the  instigation  of 
Aid.  Peden,  In  order  that  the  "mar- 
velous milk  by-law'  could  be  brought 
in  again. 

To  this  Aid.  Peden  replied  that  the 
doctor  used  his  own  Judgment  in 
Buch  matters  and  that  ho  personally 
had  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

At  this  Juncture  Solicitor  Hdnning- 
ton  stated  that  the  newspapers  were 
not  in  duty  bound  to  publish  the 
names  of  the  milk  vendors  whose 
article  had  been  found  unsatisfactory. 
A  by-law  would  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary, as  he  claimed  that  a  paper  that 
gave  the  name  of  the  alleged  offender 
without  the  decision  of  regular  court 
proceedings  as  support,  would  be  open 
to  a  libel  suit,  If  the  report  proved 
incorrect. 

The  action  finally  taken  was  to  re- 
fer the  report  back  to  the  health  de- 
partment with  the  request  that  the 
names  be  supplied.

"This  is  your  fund."  stated  Mr.  A.  C. 
Flumerfolt.  president  of  the  Victoria  Pat- 
riotic Aid  Society,  who  waa  tho  next  to 
speak.  Victoria  waa  not  quite  "holding 
her  own"  In  the  matter.  During  HIT  the 
average  subscription  per  person  had  been 
f!2  In  one  section  of  the  Province.  The 
per  capita  average  subscription  for  the 
whole  of  British  Columbia  was  l«.  Yet 
Victoria  showed  an  at/erape  of  only  II. So 
per  person  for  this  fund.  That  only  one- 
third  of  the  rotors  whose  names  sppean-d 
on  the  old  list  were  subscribing  to  the  Pat- 
riotic Fund  was  not  as  It  should  be.  So 
little  Individual  effort  would  actually  be  re- 
quired to  bring  the  average  up  to  what  It 
should  be  In  Victoria.

Tag  days  might  be  weari- 
some to  some  people.  Tho  men  in  the 
trenches  had  more  reason  still  to  be  weary.

SEATTLE.  March  11.— Every  one  of 
the  175  persona  aboard  the  Taclflc  88. 
Company's  Alaskan  passenger  gteamer 
Admiral  Evana,  which  went  to  the 
bottom'  after  striking  a  reef  at  Hawk 
Inlet,  near  Juneau.  8aturday.  have  been 
landed  at  Juneau  safely,  according  to 
a^vlcea  reaching  here. 

The  Evans  waa  lured  on  to  the  reef 
by  a  misplaced  buoy  which  had  been 
ghifted  by  wind  and  storm.  It  was  re- 
ported. A  portion  of  the  forward  keel 
waa  ripped  off.  permitting  the  water 
to  enter  the  oil  tanka.  Capt.  C.  A. 
Glasscock  Immediately  ordered  the  v«i- 
sel  backed  off  the  rocks  and  beached. 

Dinner  was- served  the  pasaenRcrs 
while  the  boat  lay  on  the  Band.  The 
passengers  were  taken  off  bj  cannery 
tenders  and  cared  for  at  a  nearby  can- 
nery until  the  arrival  of  the  C.P.R. 
-learner  Prlrtceaa  Sophia,  which  carried 
them    to   Juneau. 

Although  tlie  temperature  was  around 
16  degrees  above  zero,  none  of  the  pas- 
sengers suffered,  reports  said.  They 
mad  themselves  comforsble  about  Im- 
provised stove*  In  the  cannery  build- 
ings? Few  of  the  passengers  realised 
the  boat  waa  In  a  serious  plight  until 
they  saw  their  luggage  and  blankets  be- 
ing put  over  the  side.  The  Impact  was 
not  heavy  and  many  thought  she  had 
merely  touched   bottom  for  an  instant. 

Late  reports  said  the  Evans,  after  be- 
ing deserted,  slid  off  the  beach  into 
deep  water  until  she  was  submerged  at 
high  tide.  The  company  expects  to 
salvage  her. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  March  11  —All  the 
17*  persons  aboard  the  steamer  Admlrai 
Evans,  which  was  wrecked  yesterday  on 
the  Alaska  Coast,  were  landed  at  Ju- 
neau today  by  the  Princes*  Sophia,  ac- 
cording to  word   received  here. 

When  the  Admiral  Evans,  according 
to  reports,  piled  up  on  the  rocks,  a  hole 
was  opened  Ip-^ber  hull.  The  engine 
room  wa*  Immediately  floded. 

Carrying  several  hundred  tons  of  can- 
nery supplies  and  a  number  of  can- 
nery workers,  the  Admiral  Evans  sailed 
from  Seattle  March  4  for  Alaska  ports. 
Her  tonnage  Is  2.3*3,  and  she  was 
launched  In  1901.  For  several  years 
she  has  been  In  the  Alaska  trade.

THIRTEEN  ARE  KILLED 
IN  LATE  PARIS  RAID 

PARIS,  March  11. — It  la  now  re- 
ported officially  that  thirteen  persons 
were  killed  and  fifty  wounded  in  Fri- 
day night',  air  raid  on  Paris. 

Ten  or  twelve  squadrons  of  Ger- 
man bombing  aeroplanes  participated 
in  the  raid. 

One  of  the  raiding  machines  was 
destroyed.  This  aeroplane,  of  the 
Gotha  type,  was  found  In  the  forest 
of  Compiegne,  where  it  had  fallen 
while  returning  from  the  raid  on  the 
capital.  The  machine  had  beep  de- 
molished and  Its  crew  of  four  burned 
to  death. 

Some  of  the  raider,  came  by  way 
of  the  valley  of  the  Olse,  others  fol- 
lowed the  route  of  the  Marne,  and 
still  others  came  from  the  direction 
of  Orelll.

Mr,  W,  Anthony  Williams  Re- 
turned Yesterday  From  New 
York  for  Visit  Prior  to  Re- 
suming Studies. 


Any  singer  who  is  able  to  elicit 
from  half  a  dozen  of  the  greatest 
New  York  and  Boston  critics  and 
masters  such  unqualified  praise  as 
that  accorded  to  Mr.  W.  Anthony 
Williams,  the  well-known  Victoria 
tenor,  need  have  no  hesitancy  in 
launching  Upon  a  career  in  grand 
opera  or  concert. 

Less  than  seven  weeks  ago  Mr.  Wil- 
liams left  here  for  the  big  American 
metropolis  for  the  purpose  of  having 
his  voice  tested  by  some  of  the  recog- 
nized critics.  Unfortunately,  shortly 
after  reaching  his  destination  he  got 
ill,  and  for  nearly  three  weeks  was  In 
hospital  In  Boston.  Thanks  to  the 
friendly  Boston  people  and  the  kindly 
matron  and  nurses,  the  time  passed 
pleasantly  enough,  but  he  waa  ad- 
vised by  his  physician  to  return  to  the 
more  salubrious  climate  of  the  Paci- 
fic coast  for  the  remainder  of  the 
winter  and  returned  yesterday  to  Vic- 
toria. He  will  probably  remain  for 
three  months  or  so  before  returning 
to  Boston  to  commence  anew  his 
studies  under  Hubbard,  the  famous 
maestro,  who  is  to  bring  him  out  In 
grand  opera  about  Christmas  time 
this  year.  ^ 

Report,  already  have  appeared  here 
of  the  opinions  given  by  some  of  the 
great  critics.  When  Mr.  Williams 
left  Victoria  his  Intention  was  to 
have  an  absolutely  unbiased  and 
truthful  criticism.  To  this  end  he 
refused  to  take  with  him  any  intro- 
ductions whatever,  wishing  to  be 
heard  'incognito.'  The  results  were 
fibsolutely  reassuring  to  those  of  his 
friends  in  Western  Canada  who  had 
predicted  great  things  for  him.  Among 
the  universally-known  -  critics  who 
gave  him  the  most  encouraging  praise 
being  the  great  Nellie  Melba,  who 
pronounced  him  the  possessor  of  a 
"lovely  tenor";  David  Bispham, 
whose  fame  is  known  to  all  lovers  of 
song;  Oscar  Sanger,  perhaps  one  of 
the  most  uncompromising  judges,  and 
who  advised  the  tenor  to  take  up 
gran*!  opera;  Mr.  Hubbard,  who 
brought  out  the  now  famous  Hackett, 
ii nd  under  whom  Mr-  Williams  finally 
decided  to  study:  and  Bagble  (of 
Bagbie  Concerts  fame).  The  praise 
of  such  is  literally  worth  gold,  and 
!t  will  be  a  source  of  not  a  little  sat- 
lbfactlSn  to  hi.  friends  here  who 
recognised  In  the  young  tenor's  voice 
an  organ  of  exceptional  beauty  and 
strength.  Their  congratulations  pour- 
ed in  yesterday  on  the  singer's  ar- 
rival  in   the  city. 

Among  the  Victoria  and  other 
British  Columbia  people  whom  Mr. 
Williams  met  In  the  East  were  Mrs. 
Brougham  and  her  daughter,  of 
Vancouver,  Mrs.  R.  Dunsmulr,  Mrs. 
P-odwelt  and  Mrs.  R.  Balrd.  He  also 
saw  Miss  Margaret  Tllley,  who  will 
bo  very  well  remembered  here  as  one 
of  the  promising  young  violinists,  who 
went  to  New  York  to  study,  and  who 
is  to  make  her  debut  as  a  pianist 
within  the  next  few  months.  Miss 
Tllley  had  won  medals  for  pianoforte 
playing  as  well  a.  for  the  violin,  al- 
though it  Is  as  an  artist  of  the  latter 
instrument  that  she  is  the  better 
known. 

Boston  apparently  agreed  In  its 
Judgment  of  Melba  with  the  audiences 
of  the  big  cities  of  the  West  who  have 
heard  her  during  the  past  week, 
pronouncing  her  singing  of  "Mlml" 
Jn  "La  Boheme"  as  being  the  quin- 
tessence of  beauty  and  quite  equal  to 
anything  that  this  great  queen  of  song 
has  ever  done.

GERMANS  FIND 


Proposal  to  Capture  Important 
Positions  in  Ypres  Region  Is 
Frustrated-^Germans  Lose 
Heavily  in  Attempts. 


WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCS  AND  BELGIUM.  March  10. 
— Heavy  artillery  firing  was  proceed- 
ing at  various  points  along  the  Brit- 
ish and  German  battle  lines  today, 
but  there  has  been  no  infantry  action 
of  Importance  since  yesterday  morn- 
ing, when  the  British,  in  a  vigorous 
counter-attack,  hurled  the  Germans 
from  the  positions  they  succeeded  in 
capturing  in  the  region  of  Poelder- 
hoek   ridge   on   Friday  evening. 

The  British  defences  here  and 
south  of  the  Houlthuist  forest,  where 
the  Germans  also  captured  six  posts 
on  Friday  morning,  have  been  re- 
established after  severe  fighting,  in 
which  the  Germans  lost   heavily. 

Both  these  attacks  were  but  apolo- 
fourth  an-  |  g\tB  for  what  the  Germans  had  origin- 
ally planned.  They  had  Intended  to 
make  a  pretentious  assault  in  the 
northern  sector,  south  of  Hie  Houl- 
thuist forest,  on  February  20  to  pinch 
off  the  British  salient  just  southeast 
of  the  wood  and  gain  a  number  of 
Important  positions.  This  became 
known  to  the  British,  however, 
through  a  deserter,  and  they  burled 
the  Houlthuist  front  under  such  an 
avalanche  of  sheila  that  the  enemy 
was  forced  to  abandon  his  scheme. 
The  Germans  decided,  nevertheless, 
to  make  a  smaller  attack  on  Friday 
morning,  which  gained  them  six  posts 
temporarily.  The  final  result  was  that 
they  were  driven  out  with  severe 
losses,  and  were  also  forced  to  aban- 
don, some  of  their  own  forward  posi- 
tions. 

A  strong  attack  also  had  been 
planned  for  February  28  against  the 
Important  high  ground  held  by  the 
British  in  the  region  of  Poelderhoek

and  southwest  oC  that  place.  A 
prisoner  taken  by  the  British  la  said 
to  have  divulged  the  German  plana. 
The  British  artillery"  prevented  the 
carrying  out  ot  this  programme,  and 
later  German  prisoners  said  that  their 
regiments  had  been  paraded  and  In- 
formed that  the  attack  had  been 
postponed  because  the  British  had 
learned  of  It.  The  same  prisoners 
said  the  attack  had  been  put  off  unjll 
the  morning  of  March  S. 

Thursday  the  British  gunners  put 
down  a  terrific  barrage,  and  the  Ger- 
mans did  not  attempt  to  advance. 
Friday  evening  however  the  Ger- 
mans moved  against  Poelderhoek 
ridge  under  a  smoke  barrage,  and 
to  the  accompaniment  of  a  heavy 
bombardment  of  the  British  positions. 
The  enemy  occupied  a  number  of 
positions  along  a  narrow  front,  and 
a  hard  fight  followed.  Early  Satur- 
day morning  the  British  organised  a 
counter-attack,  which,  although  ex- 
ecuted gallantly,  was  without  the  de- 
sired result. 

A  second  counter-attack  was  com- 
pletely successful,  and  the  Germans 
were   driven   out. 

One  of  the  freaks  or  war  occurred 
near  Poelderhoek  ridge  On  Friday. 
The  headquarters  of  a  British  com- 
pany suffered  three  direct  hits  from 
Germans  heavy  guns,  and  the  build- 
ing waa  demolished  over  the  heads 
of  the  entire  staff.  When  the  Infan- 
try had  cleared  away  the  debrta  In 
an  effort  to  recover  the  bodies.  It 
was  found  that  not  a  single  officer 
had  been  injured,  although  some  of 
them  were  suffering  slightly  from 
shock. 

This  has  been  another  magnificent 
day.  The  balmy  weather  of  the  last 
days,  which  might  properly  belong 
to  April  or  May.  has  brought  out  the 
leaves  of  the  trees  and  many  wood- 
land flowers.  The  ground  still  con- 
tains some  frost,  but  the  roads  axe 

dry  and  dusty.

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NANAIMO.  March  11.— Ths  Granby 
Consolidated  Company  are  making 
rapid  progress  with  the  development 
work  at  Caesidy's  with  the  opening  of 
the  Spring  weather. 

Mr.  O.  L.  Fraaer,  superintendent,  la  at 
present  opening  up  property  at  Ces- 
*ldy*e,  about  midway  between  the 
Nanatmo  River  and  Haslam  Creek. 
Verging  on  tho  weet  aide  of  the  Esqul- 
malt  dt  Nanalmo  track  at  this  point 
there  Is  a  stiff  bluff,  but  on  the  other 
aide  of  ths  bluff  there  Is  a  fine  level 
plateau  of  about  100  acres  In  extent 
This  will  be  the  site  of  the  new  col- 
liery which  the  Granby  Company  Is 
opening-.  v 

The  surface  clearing  work,  as  well 
as  the  building  of  roads  and  the  lay- 
ing of  a  track  to  the  K.  eV.  N„  Is  be- 
ing carried  out  under  contract  by  the 
Taylor  Engineering  Company,  of  Van- 
couver. The  grading  of  the  track, 
which  winds  around  the  side  at  the 
bluff  already  referred  to,  hits  almost 
been  completed,  the  roads  to  the  pro- 
perty cleared  and  made  ready  for  the 
tracks,  and  the  plateau  itself  prac- 
tically cleared.  The  new  town  will 
be  built  on  the  north  end  of  the 
plateau,  and  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
a  better  site.  Water  at  present  la 
pumped  from  Haslam  Creek,  but  it  Is 
the  Intention  of  the  company  to  take 
Its  water  from  Nanalmo  River.  Two 
water  tanks  of  a  capacity  of  fifty 
thousand  gallons  each  have  been  built 
on  the  top  of  the  bluff,  so  that  there 
will  be  an  ample  reserve  of  water  for 
fire  protection  and  all  other  purposes. 
The  ground  has  been  .broken  for  the 
three  slopes.  One  will  be  used  for 
ventilating  purposes,  a  second  for 
hoisting  the  coal  and  the  third  as  a 
travelling  way  for  the  workmen.  They 
•re  being  driven  Into  the  face  of  the 
bluff  down  towards  Haslam  Creek, 
the  main  body  of  the  held  lying  to 
the  eaat  of  the  plateau.  The  track 
connecting  with  the  Esquimau  ft 
Nanalmo  Railway  lies  about  150  or 
200  feet  to  the  south  of  the  first  slope 
and  there,  adjacent  to  the  railway,  will 
bo  erected  the  tipple  and  other  head 
works.  *|L 

A  largemnount  of  preliminary  work 
has  already  Bonn  done,  and  now  that 
the  actual  work  on  the  mine  itself 
has  been  started,  operations  will  be 
speeded  up  aa  much  as  possible.  The

Instead  of  hindering  Chin- 
ese in  their  patriotic  production,  they 
should  receive  all  possible  encourage- 
ment In  their  noble  work.  In  North 
Saanich  there  are  countless  acres  of 
cleared  arable  land  lying  idle.  Why, 
In  the  name  of  Justice.  Is  it  criminal 
for  a  Chinaman  to  rent  them  and  help 
"win  the  war."  especially  as  one  hears 
It  constantly  said  that  North  Saanich 
Is  much  too  far  from  picture  shows 
and  kindred  amusements  to  attract  the 
20th  century  agriculturist  I  should 
like  to  hear  from  those  who  object 
to  Chinese  labor  on  what  ground  they 
base  their  objections.  I  hear  vague 
dislike  expressed  all'  the  time,  but 
when  It  comes  right ,  down  to  valid 
proof  of  wrongdoing  on  their  part  it 
always  seems  wanting.  The  worst 
charge  I  have  ever  heard  brought 
against  them  Is  that  they  have  raised 
the  price  of  labor  on  farmers  and 
ought  to  work  much  cheaper  than 
white  men.  though  we  have  put  the 
protective  tariff  of  $500  head  tax  on 
them,  and  therefore,  as  users  of  the 
labor,   have  to  pay  for  protection. 

A  well-known  member  of  parlia- 
ment was  asked  by  the  wife  of  an  Il- 
lustrious statesman  what  he  objected 
to  In  Chinamen,  and  his  reply  was 
"It  is  their  virtues  that  we  fear." 

The  Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture 
has  told  us  that  it  is  our  dutv  to  pro- 
duce hogs,  even  at  a  loss  to  ourselves. 
I  managed  at  a  public  gathering  to 
extract  the  information  from  him 
that  the  men  selected  to  Instruct  us 
in  the  art  bf  raising  hogs  were  to  re- 
ceive remuneration  for  their  labors.

But  that  section  Is  still  In 
l^e  Act;  the  present  Government  had 
sot  seen  nt  to  remove  It  There  are 
those  2,000,000  acres  returned  to  the 
Province,  and  yet  not  a  single  acre  has 
been  brought  under  cultivation.  While 
■nder  the  Soldiers'  Homestead  Act  the 
late  Government  had  forced  the  spee- 
nlator,  that  species  against  which  the 
present  Liberals  had  been  wont  to  rail, 
to  pay  up  his  unpaid  balance  by 
December  II,  Ibis,  the  present  Govern- 
ment on  taking  office  forgot  their  erst-

Mr.  Bowser  expressed  bis  delight  at 
hearing  It.  But  In  view  of  the  member 
for  Richmond's  denial  he  (Mr.  Bowser) 
by  the  rules  of  the  House  must  accept 
It  Hs  wss  aot  so  youthful  ae  to  ac- 
cept the  statement  of  the  member  for 
Richmond  that  the  Government  pro- 
posed to  buy  lands  In  the  centre  of  the 
Province  for  settlement  purposes. 
From  whence  would  the  Land  Settle- 
ment Board  get  the  money?  The 
Minister  of  Finance  could  not  get  It, 
ss  he  had  already  borrowed  $4,000,000.

The  Land  Settlement  Board  would  buy 
no  lands;  Its  members  were  only  there 
to  receive  their  salaries  for  the  good 
work  they  did  for  the  party.

"My  young  friend  asked  what  was 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition  in  the  by- 
elections?  Hs  tells  us  I  was  a  Con- 
servative In  Albernl,  a  labor  man  In 
Newcastle,  a  Unionist  in  Slmllkameen 
and  a  soldier  in  Vancouver.  What  was 
my  friend  in  the  Federal  election. 
may  I  ask?  The  leader  of  the  Op- 
position has  "not  kept  his  light  under 
a  bushel  and  never  lacked  the  courage 
of  his  convictions.  He  stood  for  the 
Empire,  for  the  boys  at  the  front  and 
for  conscription,  which  wss  more  then 
my  youthful  friend  did" 

Mr.  McGeer — I  am  not  ashamed  of 
my  stand.  It  stood  where  I  have  al- 
ways stood,  a  Liberal. 

"He  Is  not  even  like  my  friend  the 
Attorney-General,  who  took  a  somer- 
sault on  the  day  after  the  election  and 
cried,  'Boys,  let  us  shake  hands;  we 
are  all  Unionists.'  At  the  recent  by- 
elections  I  took  the  asms  view,  that  I 
was  unalterably  opposed  to  the  Liberal 
administration  and  in  three  of  them 
the  electors  took  the  same  view  as  I 
did.  I  was  never  In  Newcastle  riding,

Congratulations  to  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver 
on  having  attained  to  the  height  of 
his  ambition— the  Premiership— were 
extended  by  Mr.  Bowser,  who  ex- 
prassed  B*j  belief  that  the  honor  was 
well  deserved  and  had  been  reached 
through  application.  Industry  and 
hard  work.  While  he  feh  called  upon 
to  commiserate  with  those  who  fell 
In  the  caucus  battle  of  a  few  nights 
ngo,  yet  he  felt  the  Opposition  had 
a  foeman  worth/  of  their  steel. 

"I  was  Just  thinking  the  other  day" 
w%nt  on  the  leader  of  the  Opposition 
"of  that  wild  John  Gilpin  ride  from 
the  Delta  to  Mission  and  what  a  mis- 
fortune It  would  have  been"  if  that 
trusty  Ford  hsd  broken  down  and 
Mr.  Maxwell  Smith  had  won  the  con- 
vention at  which  our  friend  the  Pre- 
mier was  also  a  contestant  for  the 
nomination  In  101«.  if  the  gasoline 
tank  had  leaked  and  our  friend  had 
been  second  st  the  convention,  I 
wonder  If  our  friends  opposite  would 
have  objected  If  Mr.  Smith  were  In 
the  House  Instead  of  the  Premier. 
But  I  congratulate  him  In  reaching 
Mission  City  In  time  to  oust  the  pres- 
ent chairman  of  the  Land  Settlement 
Board  as  candidate.  I  would  also 
like  to  congratulate  the  members  on 
the  Government  side  upon  the  un- 
constitutional manner  In  which  they 
hsve  selected  a  Premier.  The  only 
other  time  It  was  ever  done  In  such 
manner  was  by  the  Bolshevik!  In 
Russia.  It  would  be  wise  for  the 
Government  side  to  study  the  out- 
come of  the  policies  of  their  Russian 
brethren.  But  at  any  rate  it  might 
be  permitted  to  me  to  commiserate 
with  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Min- 
ister of  Finance  who  at  that  caucus 
contest  did  not  appear  to  have  even 
got  Into  the  class  of  the  also  rans.

Then  the  leader  of  the  Ol 
passed  on  to  the  Duggan  Incident, 
stating  a  new  verb  had  been  Invented 
by  the  Minister  of  Lands,  the  verb  "to 
Duggsnise."  He  urged  that  the  Pre- 
mier now  had  a  magnificent  oppor- 
tunity to  prove  that  his  title  to  the 
prefix  "Honest"  was  a  merited  one. 
He  hai  been  told  that  some  man  are 
honest,  some  are  called  honest,  and 
some  think  the  title  upon  themselves. 
How  the  Premier  considered  himself 
especially  entitled  to  the  prefix  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  was  at  a  loss 
to  understand,  or  how  he  and  others 
of  the  cabinet  were  not  so  edorned. 
For  Instance,  the  Attorney  General 
might  see  fit  to  dub  himself  "honest 
Wallace";  the  Minister  of  Lands  might 
aspire  to  be  known  as  "Honest  Duff* 
and  it  would  not  do  to  overlook  the 
possibility  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  being  called  "Honest  Jim," 
especially  since  he  had  run  so  close 
for  the  honors  of  premiership  "Hon- 
est Jack"  would  do  for  the  Minister 
of  Finance. 

Hon.  John  Hart:  "Why  Is  it  we 
never  hear  of  Honest  Billy  Bowser?" 

Mr.  Bowser:  "I  challenge  you  to 
bring  one  single  Instance  of  dirhonestv 
In  my  public  life.  I  heard  that  In- 
sinuation last  year,  and  when  I  chal- 
lenged you  you  did  not  come  forward 
to  accept  it. 

I  forgot  the  Minister  of  Mines.  What 
a  name  to  conjure  with  among  the 
miners— "Honest  Bill,"  and,  coming  to 
the  rank  and  file,  why  should  not  my

Imposed  for  only  last  year,  when,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  It  must  again  be 
paid  this  year,  Mr.  Bowser  declared 
that  so  far  the  present  Minister  of 
Agriculture  had  done  absolutely 
nothing  to  encourage  production.  In- 
stead his  obsession,  one  shown  twen- 
ty-five years  ago,  was  to  chase  the 
railways  with  the  big  stick.  When 
not  dealing  with  the  railways  he 
spent  his  time  drafting  "saucy  tele- 
grams" to  the  Prime  Minister  at  Ot- 
tawa about  onions,  but  doing  nothing 
at  home  to  further  the  agricultural 
Industry.  Undoubtedly  that  was  the 
consensus  of  opinion  of  the  Province, 
and  It  was  equally  certain  that  were 
«  secret  ballot  of  the  members  of 
the  House  to  be  taken  the  verdict 
would  be  overwhelmingly  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  been  neglected  and  the  In- 
terests of  the  farmers  forgotten. 
Much  had  been  said  by  the  Liberals 
when  in  Opposition  about  one-man 
government,  but  If  ever  there  was 
such  an  Institution  In  existence  It 
was  now  with  the  present  Premier  In 
office. 

The  Federal  Contest 

The  part  which  the  Government 
members  played  at  the  recent  Fed- 
eral elections  gave  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition  opportunity  for  some 
caustic  comment  based  upon  that 
portion  of  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne  wherein  reference  was  made 
to  the  entry  of  the  United  States  into 
the  war  and  hope  expressed  that  an 
early  and  satisfactory  result  of  the 
struggle  would  be  gained,  a  result 
In  which  the  loyal  people  of  British 
Columbia  would   rejoice. 

"1  think  I  can  Improve  upon  that," 
suggested  Mr.  Bowser.  "Let  me  try. 
For  Instance,  how  would  this  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Government  members: 
'I  regret  exceedingly  that  certain 
members  of  my  Government,  for 
political  purposes,  attempted  to  sub- 
ordinate the  claims  of  the  Empire  and 
failed  to  assist  In  the  great  fight  of 
the  Anglo-Saxon  world  against  the 
death -like  grip  of  Autocracy  against 
Democracy,  all  for  Laurler-Llberalism. 
Further,  I  regret  that  my  Minister  of 
Justice  so  far  forgot  the  claims  of  the 
Empire  that  he  nominated  a  candidate 
pledged  to  resist  conscription  and  the 
utilisation  to  the  full  of  the  resources 
of  men  and  materials  In  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war.  I  regret,  also,  that 
the  Minister  of  Lands  so  far  forgot 
his  duty  as  to  carry  politics  into  his 
department  and  discharge  a  returned 
soldier  as  well  as  give  support  to  the 
Lsurier  candidate  in  the  Skecna.  I 
also  regret  that  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  took  the  platform  against  the 
Allied  cause  by  bis  support  of  a 
Laurier  candidate.'  T  am  not  quite 
sure  where  the  Minister  of  Minos 
stood.  At  one  time  he  was  a  Laurier 
supporter,  then  a  conscription  1st.  So 
far  as  the  Minister  of  Education  was 
concerned,  there  was  no  federal  elec- 
tion In  his  constituency,  and  I  have 
never  known  htm,  In  this  time  of 
stress  of  Empire,  to  state  Just  where 
he  stood  on  the  great  Federal  Issue. 
As  for  the  Minister  of  Finance,  true 
he  attended  a  meeting  to  Sir  Wilfrid

Hon.  John  Hart:  "I  deny  that,  I 
didn't  have  a  thing  on—"  and  the 
members  of  the  House  and  those  in 
the  galleries  shrieked  with  merriment, 
the  while  the  Mnlster  of  Finance  got 
quite  red.  Hon.  Mr.  Hart  Intended  to 
go  on  and  say  he  had  nothing  on  of  a 
distinctive  political  nature,  but  he  did 
not  get  that  far  before  the  laughter 
Interrupted  him. 

"All  I  have  to  say  Is  that  If  his 
statement  is  correct,  the  next  time  he 
starts  out  for  Vancouver  I  am  golnw 
to  notify  the  chief  of  po'.'ce,"  re- 
marked Mr.  Bowser  amid  another  out- 
burst of  merriment  at  the  expense  of 
the  Minister  of  Finance.

He  demanded  a 
proper  Investigation,  not  a  "kangaroo 
court"  such  as  the  minister  held  In  the 
case  of  Duggan.  The  production  of  the 
nomination  paper  would  show  the  facts. 
Then  there  was  the  case  of  A.  Mallory, 
a  forest  warden  at  Port  Clements  who 
worked  for  Mr.  Stork:  Frank  DeHart. 
member  of  the  Lain!  Settlement  Board, 
who  attended  the  Liberal  convention  at 
Clabon,  Laurier  Liberal  candidate;  C. 
Ward,  of  Cranbrook,  also  a  member  of 
the  Land  Settlement  Board,  who  In 
1916  sacrificed  the  Provincial  nomina- 
tion in  favor  of  the  present  Minister  of 
Public  Works  and  since  was  given  his 
reward  by  being  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Land  Settlement  Board,  and  who 
was  one  of  the  most  active  for  the  Op- 
position candidate  Beattle;  A  Stewart, 
Inspector  of  factories,  who'  canvassed 
and  worked  for  the  Liberal  candidate  at 
Revelstoke,  attended  the  Nelson  con- 
vention and  worked  against  the  Union- 
ist candidate  in  Kootenay;  John  Kerr, 
road  superintendent  at  Rock  Creek?  and 
F.  J.  McAlpln,  of  Summerland.  both  of 
whom  attended  the  Pentlcton  conven- 
tion as  delegates;  F.  K.  Hurry,  of 
Creston,  ferryman,  and  Forrester,  who 
attended  the  Duncan  Liberal  conven- 
tion. 

"That  last  was  a  temporary  appoint- 
ment," said  Hon.  Mr.  Sloan,  "and  I 
gave  htm  permission  to  go  to  the  con- 
vention." 

Demands  Inquiry 

"If  you  gave  It  what  right  did  the 
Minister  of  Lands  have  to  dismiss  Dug- 
gan. a  returned  soldier,  because  he 
went  to  a  Union  convention.

He  drew  the  conclusion  that  the 
figures  Indicated  In  unmistakable  man- 
ner the  way  the  Government  has 
steadily  lost  the  confidence  of  the  elec- 
torate of  the  Province.  He  slated  ths 
Minister  of  Mines  for  the  attempt  to 
get  Mr.  Parker  Williams  into  the  Held, 
a  servant  of  the  Province,  declaring 
the  effort  to  deal  with  a  civil  servant 
to  participate  In  a  political  contest  was 
Infinitely  worse  than  the  offence  al- 
leged against  Mr.  Duggan  and  that  Mr.

So  said  Mr.  T.  Sawayangi,  roeneger 
of  the  Imperial  Aero  Society  ef  Japan. 
when  speaking;  yesterday  on  thi  P*** 
which  the  Island  Empire  #W»t  yet  be 
called  on  to  piay  in  the  treat  war 
drama.  He  was  a  passenger  en  the 
Suwa  Maru.  which  reached  this  port 
from  the  Orient  yesterday  morning;, 
and  will  spend  some  months  IB  travel- 
Ins;  over  the  United  States  vttklnc  the 
great  aeroplane  manufacturtwr  plants 
and  learn  Ins;  all  the  new  wrlskle*  that 
have  been  introduced  since  fie  United 
States  entered  the  war  anl  took  an 
active  Interest  in  war-tiB*  aero- 
nautics. Mr.  T.  Sawayangi  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement  from  the 
Japanese  navy  five  years  ago  held  the 
rank  of  Commander  and  s»w  active 
service  during;  the  Russian-Japanese 
war  as  a  lieutenant  on  the 
cruiser  Yuoshlna. 

"Th©  air  raids  by  enemy  craft  on 
the  English  and  French  towns  during; 
the  past  two  years  have  demonstrated 
to  us  the  demoralizing  weapon  that 
the  aeroplane  would  be  if  the  Her- 
mans ever  get  a  foothold  In  Vladi- 
vostok. Our  shores  are  absolutely 
unprotected  against  aircraft  and  th«? 
enemy  could  bombard  our  cities,  towns 
and  forts  to  his  heart's  content  with 
Impunity.  Experience  shorn  that  the 
only  way  to  successfully  combat  air- 
craft ia — *by—  unoje  aircraft  and  the 
country  that  hag  the  greatest  number 
of  airships  and  aeroplanes  will  be  the 
victor  every  time  in  lots  type  of 
fighting.  » 

"Aviation  in  Japan  it  in  its  In- 
fancy—In fact,  no  other  military  or 
naval  nation  of  any  importance  Is  as 
far  behind  as  she.  But  we  see  our 
weakness  and  are  determined  to  have 
an  alr-servlce  second  to  none  It  Is 
for  this  reason  that  the  Imperial  Aero 
Society  of  Japan  has  been  brought  In- 
to being — to  foster  and  Bake  popular 
this  very  important  branch  of  the  ser- 
vice. We  make  it  our  especial .  duty 
to  look  after  the  widows  end  children 
of  those  who  meet  death  In  the  ser- 
vice and  all  who  enter  this  branch 
Will  know,  their  dependents  will  be 
well  looked  after  if  the  worrt  comes 
to  the  worst  Another  thing  we  have 
done  Is  to  offer  a  prise  of  $10,000  for 
the  first  aeroplane  to  be  constructed 
entirely  In  Japan.  At  present  we  are 
dependent  on  the  United  States  for 
engines,  but  In  a  very  abort  time  we 
will  be  turning  out  our  own  In  large 
quantities." 

Asked  if  he  thought  that  Japan 
would  Interfere  In  Russian  politics  if 
the  present  state  of  business  dis- 
ruption was  not  soeg  mended,  Mr. 
Sawayangi  said:  "Of  that  I  am  not  In

8EATYLE.  March  11. — Because  of 
unsettled  conditions  in  Russia  and 
the  fear  that  the  cargoes  might  fall 
into  hostile  hands,  the  State  Depart- 
ment at  Washington.  D.C.,  Issued  an 
order,  it  was  learned  yesterday, 
stopping  the  loading  of  the  Russian 
steamships  Nijnl  Novgorod,  Toula 
and  Kishinev  in  Seattle  harbor.  Clear- 
ance papers  will  not  be  Issued  to  the 
ships  for  the  present. 

The  Government  at  Washington,  it 
in  stated  in  dispatches,  has  the  deep- 
est sympathy  for  the  Russian  people 
In  their  great  effort  to  evolve  a  free 
Government,  but  conditions  in  Si- 
beria have  become  so  unsettled  re- 
cently as  to  make  the  fate  of  cargoes 
uncertain. 

The  Nijnl  Novgorod  and  the  Toula 
are  moored  at  the  Port's  Smith  Cove 
pier,  and  tho  Kishinev  is  tied  up  at 
the  Hanford  Street  pier.  The  Nijnl 
and  the  Toula  have  loaded  part  car- 
goes of  locomotives  and  other  rail- 
road rolling  stock.  The  Kishinev  has 
loaded  several  shipments  of  general 
cargo. 

As  a  result  of  a  row  on  the  Toula 
yesterday  afternoon,  the  police  were 
called  to  the  Smith  Cove  pier.  The 
crew,  it  is  said,  refused  for  a  time 
to  work  on  odd  Jobs  about  the  ship.
